VERY DAMAGING. TESTIMONY. 


His Manner Is Still Insolent, and He 
Does Not Seem to Realize the 
Enormity of His Offense. 


LONDON, April 6.—Crowds of people be- 
Sieged the vicinity of Bow street early this 
morning, and the Police Court was filled 
with interested spectators as soon as the 
doors were opened. Among those who suc- 
ceeded in pressing through the chrowd 
was one good-looking middle-aged woman. 
All were anxious to see Oscar Wilde, whose 
arrest yesterday following close upon the 
sensational termination of his suit for libel 
against the Marquis of Queensberry is 


discussed on all sides. 

Mr. C. F. Gill, who was Mr. Edward Car- 
son's junior counsel in the defense of the 
Marquis of Queensberry, acted as prose- 
cutor to-day for the Treasury Department. 
Sir John Bridge, the Presiding Magistrate, 
took his seat on the bench at I o'clock. 
The doors leading to the cells were then 
opened and Wilde was seen approaching, 
carrying a silk hat in his hand. When he 
reached the center of the prisoner’s dock 
he deposited his hat on the seat, bowed to 
Sir John Bridge, folded his arms and leaned 
on the rail of the dock in the same insolent 
manner which he dis

Mr. Gill said that he to prosecute 
the prisoner a series of charges of incit- 
ing boys to terrible crimes and of actually 
committing acts of gross indecency.

Parker added that he was arrested with 
Taylor in the raid in 1894 on the .house in 
Fitzroy Square, but he claimed “he had 
since abandoned his evil life.

WILDE’S PUNISHMENT. 


He Narrowly Escapes Imprisonment for 
Twenty Years. 


Special Cable to the Post- Dispatch.

LONDON, April 6.—The collapse of Os- 
car Wilde’s prosecution of the Marquis of 
Queensberry and Wilde’s arrest have caused 
a sensation without a parallel in London 
since the exposure and flight of Forger 
Pigott during the sitting of the Parnell 
Commission. 

Still, since Wilde’s first day’s testimony 
this result has been foreseen. The expectation 
was that the jury would stop the trial and 
return a verdict for Lord Queensberry. 

Wilde’s lawyers acted wisely in consent- 
ing to a verdict at the stage the suit had 
reached. If Lord Queensberry’s witnesses 
had been examined the judge would have 
no option, but must have issued a warrant 
for Wilde’s arrest on a charge entailing as 
the maximum penalty twenty years’ impris- 
onment, but upon the evidence already un- 
folded, if Wilde is convicted, it can only be 
of a misdemeanor, for which the maximum 
penalty is two years’ imprisonment. 

Wilde looked a changed man as he slunk 
into the court building. 

Hitherto he has been dressed according 
to the latest dictate of fashion and fault- 
lessly groomed. Yesterday his clothes were 
creased and tumbled as though he had 
not changed them during the night. His 
long hair was disarranged, his eyes were 
blood-shot, his complexion was ghastly, and 
altogether he had the aspect of a man who 
had passed a wakeful and anxious night. To 
an interviewer Wilde stated, in nervous 
tones quite unlike his fillppant audacity asa 
witness that he had withdrawn from the 
case to spare Lord Alfred Douglas the 
pain of testifying against his father, adding 
that he willingly sacrificed himself for his 
friend.
